THE SMALL FARM AND THE, 


_ FUTURE, 


T HIS is a.question which, will, perhaps, ex- 

cite from the average. reader rather an 
impatient retort than a considered 
answer. ‘‘ One might just as well ask,” he 
will assert, ‘‘is the family doomed? ” ‘And 
whilst, in the anarchical, if temporary, period 
through which ciyilisation is passing, even 
the future of the family itself is being can- 
vassed, the plain, comnion-sense man knows 
that the decision turys:mainly upon him, and 
that he is quite resolved on its continuance 
But if the family is, necessary, surely the con- 
tinuance of the. family farm, the only firm 
base’ of~ agriculture, “is no” less so? “Hé: will 
be unwise, however, who concludes that the 
case for*the family farm is so secure that 
the discussion ‘of its future may safely “be 
left: to ‘the future: This is one of the many. 
cases in which, if common-sense is to rule, the 
facts thust be collected, analysed, and, in so 
far-as the present us with a difficult situa- 
tion, faced.

1926 a population of 672,129 persons occupied 
in agriculture, out of a total “‘ occupied popu- 
Jation ” of 1,307,662. Of those so occupied 
268,930 are actual farmers, and approximately 
the same number are farmers’ relatives work- 
ing on the home farm; the remainder are 
ranagers of farms, foremen, labourers, etc. 
The number of holdings in 1926 is not known 
to us, but it must have corresponded roughly 
with the number of farmers, (In 1917 it was 
443,406, and these figures seem to point to 
a decreased number of holdings in the later 
vear; in the war years land purchase boomed.) 
For that year we have a record of the agricul- 
iural output /1926-27) whose gross value was 
estimated at £64,757,000, out of which it is 
computed that farm _ materials value for 
£8,549,000 were purchased, leaving the net 
output worth £56,208,000. This works out at 
£83 .net. per person ‘‘occupied in farming,’’ or if 
we assume that the number of holdings was 
equal to the number. of farmers the remunera- 
tion would be a little over £200 a year por 
farm. How much of this was net profit we 
can but conjecture—perhaps nearly all of it. 
We can perhaps regard this figure of approxi- 
mately/£4 per week per farm.as net in view 
«f the fact that most farmers, though they 
have few amenities, have some advantages: 
fuel is cheap, there are few such deductions 
from income as city people have to make or 
decide.to make, even on similar incomes. ‘The 
farmer feels himself above having “to keep 
up .appearances.’’ | 


The Small Farm as a Livelihood. 


Before we can consider what the figure we 
have accepted as the value of output per 
working farmer really means, we must ton- 
sider the proportion which the population 
working. smail'«farms bears to © that 
working larger farms. It is a chailenging 
fact, that of the half million people 
(approximately) who constitute the “ total 
farmers and relatives assisting on 
home farms,’’ more than half work on 
farms which do not exceed 30 acres. (The pro- 
portions of those above 30 acres to those at 
or below it are roughly 6:7.) It is still more 
striking to find that in the quarter of a mil- 
lion in the 1-30 acre group nearly one half 
work on farms below 15 acres. This fact can- 
not but mean a lower average output per 
worker for this group. Again, nearly 60 per 
cent. of those within the second (or higher) 
group work on farms above 50 acres; this | 
must .bring up -the average output for their 
group, other things being equal, at the ex- 
pense of the rest. It is, indeed, difficult to 
escape the inference that well over 25 per 
cent. of our farmers are earning a. good deal 
less than the average of £200 a year per 


more than a few of the 72,000 who farm from 
one to ten acres can be living exclusively by 
farming. Perhaps thé American cheque, the 
| cross-roads’ shop or the wheelwright’s shop 
or the smithy—where the motor has not 
abolished it—can explain how these men 
(mainly farmers, or theye would not be so 
included in the census returns) make a living. 
What we can be fairly sure, in any case, is 
that quite a serious proportion of our agri- 
culturally occupied population are working 
too near the poverty line. We cannot safely 
conjecture that the average income for 350-acre 
farms is £3 per week, even when, as these 
calculations imply, the cost of the food con- 
sumed from the farm is computed at city

The Small Farm and the Family. 


These, then, are the facts. The average out- 
put of the farm being less than £4 a week, 
the average income is not more, and may be 
less. That income is, of course, unevenly

N increase in average milk geit has | 
AN been common among all well- 

| dairy herds in the British Isles during 
the past twenty years. ._This is mainly. the 
outcome of the milk-recording or. cow-test-. 
ing movement, which has led to the weeding 
out of. unprofitable animals, while more 
enlightened knowledge in regard to feeding 
has also helped to the same end. 

But while quantity -has been: raised “to a 
higher general standard, there has been no | 
corresponding advance in the quality of the | 
milk as judged by its butter-fat content. 
Yet it will be agreed that efforts to improve. 


regarded as completely satisfactory unless 
the matter of fat content as well as quantity 
of yield are included within their scope. 
The point has been relatively overlooked in 
the past, by reason of the all-prevailing | 
concentration upon the production of high 
and spectacular milk visids. 


Ireland's Lead. 


For this there is part justification in the 
fact that quality in milk is less readily 
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O an article and diagram 
dealing with the Irish butter 
position in Great Britain.

quantity of yield. A. more powerful reason 
for the relative neglect is that farmers who 
sell their milk for liquid consumption have no 
| encouragement to produce an article of high 
quality, since the price is the same whether 
the fat content is 3 or 5 per cent. When the 
output is consigned to a creamery, however, 
fat percentage is a matter of first importance. 
It would seem that. more steady progress in 
raising the average standard of milk quality 
may be expected in Ireland and Scotland than 
,in England, since. the recording systems of 
those two countries include’ regular butter- 
fat tests, which the English official system: 
- Goes not, 

Régular tests have shown that butter-fat 
‘figures are similar to figures of total yield 
in that they are rarely constant. The chief 
conclusion that may be drawn from. milk 
statistics appears to be that butter-fat is in- 
fluenced by the quantity of milk yield. Thus, 
during the period of maximum yield ‘in the 
lactation, the percentage of butter-fat is cor- 
respondingly the lowest. The usual experience 
is that for the first fortnight or so after calv- 
ing fairly high tests are recorded, after which 
it slumps during the period of high yield. 
Then, as the yield declines towards the end 
of the lactation, the fat.percentage increases. 


When Butter Fat is Highest. ~ 

_ That the age of a cow has relatively small 
influence on the fat content of its milk has 
been shown by Scottish and American studies, 
The highest fat percentages are usuall 
obtained from young cows. especially with 
the first three calves. Shorthorns appear to 
give the highest percentage at four or’ five 
years old. The Channel Islands. cattle. pro- 
bably reach their maximum a:year earlier. The 
fat content tends to decline in later life, 
though not to any very considerable extent, 
| The variations that have been observed in- 
dicate that in assessing any standard of merit 
on & basis of butter-fat percentage it is essen- 
tial to have complete figures. for a whole of. 
a cow's lactation period, and weekly or fort- 
nightly tests during this period will provide 
the information desired. Attempts: have been 
made by investigators to discover a definite 
stage in the lactation when the fat content

What Irish Results Show. | 

A summary of Swedish and Irish investi- 
gations shows that whereas the fat. percent- 
age falls for the first two months of the lacta- 
tion and then rises steadily for. the succeeding.

weeks after calving, when taken on four suc-

A high. fat percentage alone, it will be 
noted, is no criterion of merit in judging the 
value of any cow.

Thereforé, it ia most important 
that any birds exhibiting the symptoms 
should be at once removed from the flock and |

Dead birds should be buried or burned, and 
should not, be left; where pigs or other animals 
can .eat them. .When ailing birds have been 
destroyed, the. remaining healthy ones should 
be removed to íresh guarters, and any after- 
wards showing signs. of disease should be 
isolated; the house should be sprayed with | 
a good disinfectant, such as Lysol, mixed 
with limewash, and lime should be spread 
under the perches. If: at all possible, the 
former quarters should be allowed to remain 
unoccupied for several months, after they 
have been given a thorough cleaning. 


Drastic Measures. 


to do is. to get rid of the entire stock, apply 
freshly-burned lime to the ground, and then. 
in a portable house; on new ground, proceed 
to rear a fresh stock írcm healthy birds. 
This remedy*seems very drastic, but it is the 
wisest and cheapest course in the end, arid 
the losses’ from ‘tuberculosis and other 
diseases would be much less, if such pre 
cautions were universally adopted by poultry- 
keepers. Where sickly birds do not respond 
to treatment when isolated and carefully 
nutsed for a few days, they, too, should be 
killed, and the’ carcases burned. 
Turkeys are very susceptible to this 
disease, which, in their case, seems to be due 
mainly to breedjng from immature stock and 
allowing turkeys to roost with other fowls: 
the latter practice is one to be strongly con- 
demined. . 

Where poultry have to be kept in confine- 
ment, they must not be overcrowded in the 
runs; the houses should be roomy, dry, and 
well ventilated and lighted; frequent lime- 
washing is the best cleanser, just as an atmo- 
sphere of dirt and darkness makes a perfect 
breeding ground for disease. Where possible, } 
change the fowls occasionally to fresh ground, 
and, when practicable, adopt the colony 
system of housing the chickens and young 
stocl, as by this means they can have an 
abundant supply of fresh air and clean, un- 
contaminated ground.

‘The Frenc 
Canadians ‘were the. strongest link with 
British tradition, for which they had a great 
love. Though annexation by the U.S.A. was 
loathed and dreaded, if the tariff wall were 
removal, the nine millions in Canada would 
have a market of one hundred and twenty 


millions in the United States, 

The British Commonwealth, went on, 
could not Jong hold together it was at 
resent constituted, and the British Empire's 
interests would he best served by concentra- 
tion on that part of the Empire which would 
last for another iwo hundred years, and in 
which the self-governing pestions of the 
Empire had no right to interfere. 

POLITICAL DEVELOPMENT. 


. Mr. John 8S. Ewart, K.C., the Canadian | 


Separatist leader, proposing a vote of thanks 
to the auditor, spoke of Canada’s political 
development. He said that when the first 
Governor-General of the Irish Free State 
was being inducted their Prime Minister 
was Mr. Mackenzie King. That was notable 
cnly for the reason that Mr. T. M. Healy 
had been in gaol for the sake of his country, 
and their Prime Minister was the grandson 
of one of the two arch-rebels of 1837, who 
would have been hanged for the sake of 
their country had they not made good their 
escape to the United States. After 29 years 
of government by governors, the British 
Colonial Office, in 1791, became convinced 
that the grant of parliamentary institutions 
to Canada could no Jonger be withheld, and 
the first Canadian constitution was enacted in 
the British Parliament. The concession was 
deeply grudged; for the Colonial Secretary 
was well aware that in making it he was 
turning the first sod of a highway which 
would terminate in political separation. 
NATIONAL CHARACTER. 

In 1836, -before the rebellion broke out in 
the Canadas, Lord Glenelg, the Colonial Secre- 
tary, said of the Canadian people: ‘‘ They 
are already assuming a distinct national 
character, and the day cannot be very re- 
mote when an independence, first real and 
then avowed, will take the place of the 
present subjection of these provinces to 
the British Crown.” That was ninety-four 
years ago, and four years ago the Im- 
erial Conference, in declaring that the 
bail were now in reality indepen- 
dent Stales, asserted “the tendency 
towards equality of status was right and 
proper.” One hundred and forty years 
ago British statesinen regretted the prospect. 
but to-day they were glad to know that they 
did not regret the realisation. On the con- 
trary, in these later days, they had helped 
them to reach it. 

UNION JACK RESTORED. 

Mr. Ewart went on to trace the political 
development of Canada, referring to the 
North America Act of 1867, which gave a 
certain amount of Independence to Canada. 
Shortly after this Sir John Macdonald in- 
troduced a national flag, but after floating for 
thirty years over every Dominion public 
building in Canada, tt was, through a foolish 
misapprehension, displaced, and the Union 
Jack restored. . He envied the Irish Free 
State her flac. 

The national period of Canada’s develop- 
ment began in 1914 with her engagement in 
a war, in the respo-sitility fo: which she 
nad no share. Sov«times it was said that 
they ought to have been ‘grateful to Great 
Britain for the consiant ; protection with 
which she guarded their eatly defencelessness. 

IN THE WARS. 

“We owe nothing.” Mr Exart declared. 
**“We have been put into. several wars. In 
two of them our territory was invaded by 
the Americans. We raised troops for that 
absurd Crimean war. We sent men to the 
Soudan war in 1896; to the purely Imperialjs- 
tic Boer war in 1899, and of our men engaged 
fn the Anglo-German war of 1914. more than 
50.000 were killed. and. our money contribu- 
tions exceeded £400,000,000. On the other 
hand, we have never been defeated. 

“ But, with the outbreak of the war of 
1914, the winter of our discontent vanished. 
England’s misfortunes were, indeed, Canada’s 
opportunity, and she-splendidly availed her- 
self of it. During the military operations. 
our Prime Minister, Sir Robert Borden, acted 
as a member of the Imperial War Cabinet. 

THE PEACE CONFERENCE. 

At the Peace Conference he represented 
Canada: insisted that the Treaty should be 
go framed that the representatives of the 
Dominions might sign i seperately, 
end required that in the League 
of Nations the status of the Dominions 
should be the same as that of the sovereign 
States. Sir Robert Borden brought us. 
yapidly towards the status of a sovereign 
State. Canada’s constitutional development 
had proceeded this far when Ireland stipulated 
in her Treaty Articles with Great Britain 
that the position of the Irish Free State in 
relation to the Imperial Parliament and 
Government and otherwise shall be that of 
the Dominion of Canada. 

A SOVEREIGN STATE. 

Continuing, Mr. Ewart said that the two 
marks of a severeign State were its capacity 
(1) io interchange diplomatic representatives 
trith other States. and (4) to enter into treaty 
velitions with other States. .Canada practi- 
cally fulfilled both these conditions. He re- 
ferred tu meeting Jolin MacNeill and Desmond 
iPitzgerald at the Imperial Conference of 
1923, and said that from that time, together 
with their friends from the other of the six 
kingdoms, they had made advances in con- 
stitutional developinent. 

Mr. Ewart disagreed with the declaration 
pi equality of status of the Dominions made 
tt the Imperial nference oi 1926, and de- 
tlared that he did not regard it as such for 
three reasons. The first reason was because 
wf the uninielligible qualification with re- 
ference to ‘‘function.” The second was be- 
wanse it declared that the equal sovereign 
States were within the Britishe Empire. and 
this was, of course, impossible. An Empire 
‘was composed of one dominant State and one 
br more subordinate States. His third objection 
was that the autotiomous communities were 
thot, as alleged, associated as members of the 
British Commonweaith of Nations. 

A PERSONAL UNION, 

He thought, however, that in the end the 
relations of the six kingdoms to one another 
‘would be that of a personal union, all the 
States forming which would be equal. This 
would mean that they would have a divisible 
king, « king with several crowns. This 
change would involve the substitution of the 
word “ kingdom ” for “dominion.” Equality 
demanded that the subordinate title should 
tlisa ppear. 

“Some Canadians,” he said. ‘already em- 
ploy that phraseology. Do not hiesitate to 
call the Irish Free State a kingdom. A pre- 
ference for a republic is no reason why your 
State should perpetuate its inferior title.” 

FREE STATE’S RIGHT. 

Referring to the provisions in the Irish 
(Treaty concerning war, Mr. Ewart said: 
**These clauses are not compatible with the 
flignity and freedom of a sovereign State. 
They will probably disappear in the near 
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Orleans; but, & -e¥en ater soli- 
tude, and fering tet the King’s impor- 
tunities would. draw him back to Court 
life, he built’ mselí a small oratory, 
forest near Limoge, where his only focd 
was nuts and berries.

Dublin's Water Supply. 


I listened the other day to an interestinz 
exchange of views between two aged 
Dublin citizens as to what was the greatest 
boon that the city had received in living 
memory. The conversation of both was 
informed with much that was suggestive 
and historical in the period in question. 
One dwelt eloquently on the great improve- 
ment that had been effected in the health 
of the community by the main drainage 
system and the cleansing of the Liffey, and 
the cheap and handy facilities for transit 
which had been provided since the days of 
the old horse trams and buses. He was 
able to institute a striking contrast 
between the discomforts of winter travel-° 
ling as it was in those times and what 
it is now. But when he had said his last 
word in favour of what he regarded as the 
most signal blessings which had come about 
during his experience, he was quickly 
made to realise by his companion’s 
question that he had fallen short of 
singling out the greatest of all. 
“ Where,” came the query, “ do you put 
Sir John Gray’s great Vartry scheme? ”” 


A Contrast. 


Reading that quaint old essay by a 
Dublin Quaker, Dr. Rutty, entitled 
‘Synopsis of Mineral Waters,’’ one is 
made to wonder that the people in those 
mid-eighteenth century days were not 
stricken every year with cholera and all 
kinds of enteric trouble; it was then no 
uncommon thing to find sink pools side 
by side with garbage heaps in all parts of 
the city. The evil was to a slight extent 
mitigated by the opening years of last 
century; but it was not unusual to find 
close to the public pumps, which were 
used up to the ‘fifties and ’sixties, hollow 
spaces, disused quarries and unpaved 
lanes made dumping grounds for all 
kinds of filth and refuse. Through these 
contaminated sites the rain-water infil- 
trated, poisoning the loca] springs to an 
extent which may be easily understood. 
In this connection, it is interesting to 
note that, just two hundred years ago, 
when there was a great outcry for pure 
water in Dublin, the Corporation made 
an unsuccessful attempt to restore 
an important supply of spring water to 
the south side from a rich spring near the 
middle of Nassau street, known as St. 
Patrick's Well. 


Ghe Wrong Sow. 


‘* To aake the right sow by the ear ” and 
‘to take the wrong sow by the ear ” are 
phrases which appear to have deviated 
somewhat from their original import. I 
was reminded of this the other day when 
I heard a friend say: “‘ He has the wrong 
sow by the ear,” meaning that so-and-so 
had arrived at a wrong conclusion. Now 
the “ sow’’ in these phrases, which have 
had a proverbial use for three hundred 
years, is not the four-footed animal which 
plays such an important part in our rural 
economy, but a vessel or tub with two ears. 
To ‘‘take the wrong sow by the ear” 
signified originally—-thouch not so under- 
stood at present—‘‘ taking the wrong tub 
by the ear.” This “ sow ” was probably 
the same with the ‘‘ sowse-tub,”’ now called 
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‘Westminster Hall, apart ftom its archi- 
tectural interest—it is the largest room 
without pillars ‘in Europe—is full 
memories of history. Three Quéens stood 
for trial there, as did many statesmen, 
among them Thomas More and Warren 
Hastings, and the tragic King Charles I., 
who went from trial in the Hall to execu- 
tion in Whitehall close by. Above them 
all—peer, commoner, sta and 
soldiers—the Dublin oak, ‘‘ where no 
English spider webbeth,’’ stretched ‘+ 
grey and lofty beams.

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A Forgotten Custom. 


During the eighteenth century the 
greatest pageant held in Dublin was the 
Procession of the .Trades. This took 
place every three years, when the Mayor 
and Corporation inspected the city 
boundaries. The pageant attracted 
spectators from all parts of the British 
Isles. 

The picturesque element was supplied 
by the procession of the five and twenty 
trade guilds of Dublin. Every guild was 
represented by a carriage bearing a plat- 
form, on which skilled workers demon- 
strated their trade, the printers striking 
off ballad sheets, which they threw to ihe 
spectators, the apothecaries making pills. 
etc. The carmege was decked with 
brightly coloured ribbons. After them 
marched the journeymen and apprentices, 
shepherded by i1e masters on horseback. 
All were gaily dressed, and many per- 
formed small pageants of their own. 
There was a blacksmith, clad in black 
armour, riding a hug2 horse, to represent 
Vulcan ; he was accompanied by his rival 
Mars, both watching over Venus, who was 
in a beautiful carriage, tended by six 
Cupids and followed by Argus. 

Towards the end of the eighteenth 
century the procession was abolished, and 
a banquet held instead, as being less ex- 
pensive, and certainly less arduous; for

Garly Leonids. 


The slight meteor showers of early 
| November are not without interest to 
observers. is some meteoric activity 
to-night and to-morrow night, but the 
sttong moonlight may virtually obliterate 
the shower. There is a much larger 
display on the morning of the llth; 
maxima occur between 1 a.m. and 2 a.m., 
and shortly before 5. This is the most 
important shower in the first half of the 
month, and early Leonids will probably 
be well in evidence. On the evening and 
night oí the 11th there is another shower, 
with maxima about 11.30 and after mid- 
night. A secondary maximum becomes 
due on the 12th at 9.25 p.m. 


Ghe Pigeonhouse Fort. 


That familiar landmark at Ringsend, 
the Pigeonhouse, takes its name from a 
man called Pidgeon, who established a sort 
of restaurant there in the eighteenth 
century, long before the fortress was built 
for the defence of the Port of Dublin. At 
the beginning of the nineteenth century it 
was the landing stage for sailing vessels 
from Holyhead. An Englishman who dis- 
embarked there in 1806 stated that the 
crossing took twenty-three hours. After a 
long spell of sea-sickness he had to under- 
go a troublesome Customs examination 
and to pay about a dozen different officers 
of Customs. A two-mile drive in a vehicle 
known as “ the long coach,’’ carrying 
sixteen passengers inside and as many out- 
side, brought him to Dublin. This coach, 
he was informed, was frequently held up 
by banditti, who relieved the passengers 
of whatever the Customs officers had left 
them. In those days the Liffey bridges 
were in such a bad state of repair that it 
was considered unsafe for the coach to 
cross them, and passengers going to the 
north side had to get out oat walk. The 
English traveller complained bitterly of 
the exactions at the Pigeonhouse—a pro- 
cess that became so notorious at the time 
that it, was commonly known as “ plucking 
the pigeons.”’

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THE AUDITOR’S PAPER. 


Mr. E. A. Plunkett, in an address on ‘‘ A 
Democratic Press,’’ said that in forty years 
the English Press leaped from the small pro- 
vincial position which it occupied during the 
greater part of the nineteenth century to the 

resent status of mass organisation, mass pro- 
duction and ‘‘ record ” ci tion. ief 
among the causes of the astonishing mush- 
room growth in the circulation of the English 
Press was the growth of enlightenment and 
the ability to read and write which resulted 
from the Education Act of 1870, 

The conduct of the newspaper Press was a. 
matter of immense national interest and con- 
cern; it was a force of enormous potentiali- 
ties within the State, for good of evil, accord- 
ing to the honesty, the ability and the 
courage of the man to whose hands its 
destinies were entrusted. It was the problem 
involved in the two-fold obligation of the 
modern newspaper—the functions of opinion- 
making and money-making—that had given 
rise to the national problem of the democratic 
Press. 

INTERNATIONAL PROBLEM. 

That problem was this, that there had ap- 
peared in almost every European State during 
the past forty years a new type of journalism 
which had secured an immense circulation by 
deliberately addressing itself to the least 
educated and most uncultivated sections in 
the community, which exercised considerable 
political influence by reason of the dact that 
its readers had votes, and which had used 
that influence frequently with a lack of re- 
sponsibility that constituted a menace to 
national and international stability. 

It had tended not so muclr to introduce 
new evils as to intensify those which were 
latent in every de. .ocratic State, by playing 
upon the prejudices, the love for sensation, 
the dangerous nationalism, and the impulsive 
fancies of the mob. The divorce of political 
power from. the liability to answer for its 
use directly contravened the most funda- 
mental principle underlying representative 
government, 

DANGERS OF THE COMBINES. | 

The cardinal fact to be borne in mind in 
any discussion of the morals, the politics, or 
the letters of present-day journalism was 
that it had become the servant of a barren 
and sordid commercialism. There were, of 
course, some obvious and honourable excep- 
tions, both in England, where, until com- 
paratively recently at least, the Fress had 
enjoyed a remarkable reputation for integrity 
and literary quality, and in the United 
States, where literature and integrity “were, 
perhaps, more in demand than in eyidence. 

Mr. Plunkett referred to the dangers of 
the joint-stock organisation of the Press. 
Virtually the whole British Press had 
changed hands in the last ten years, and at 
present was under the control, and largely 
under the ownership, of four or five rival 
magnates. It was apparent that the day of 
independent journalism had gone and that 
the hour of the trusts and combines had 


arrived. ; 
IRELAND'S OPPORTUNITY 

In Ireland to-day the Press could lead the 
wav in organising public opinion and bring- 
ing it to focus upon the questions of public 
importance by striving to elevate the general 
standard of public ideas and by giving its 
allegiance to the nation instead of to the 
parties and political groups that pressed their 
views upon the public. If the Press was 
to secure and maintain the respect and 
authority that would enable it to mould 
public opinion in the State, it must take 
up an independent and unbiassed attitude 
towards party politics. If the Press was to 
take this high part in the formation of Irish 
national consciousness, it must beware of the 
Juggernaut movements of the cross-Channel 
newspaper trusts that spread their tentacles 
farther afield year by year. 

Concluding, Mr. Plunkett said that the 
complexity of public affairs had made it 
difficult for the citizen not only to have 
right ideas on the urgent questions of the 
day, but to have any ideas at all. It was 
here that the future development of the news- 
paper press was of vital significance for the 
failure of democracy or its ultimate vindica- 
tion as a form of government. 

NEWSPAPERS AND FINANCE. 

Mr. Albert Wood, K.C., proposed that the 
best thanks of the Society be given to the 
Auditor, and said that the Press in its 
present, form—allied to big business and 
finance—was allied to forces which might or 
might not be used for the benefit of the 
public. The growth of industrialism lay at 
the root of their present position, and of 
the world’s greatest problem—unemployment. 
In the last hatred years the world was 
changed from agriculture to industry. What 
was required in a daily paper to-day 
was very different from what was 
wanted one hundred years ago. They 
wanted world news now and knowledge re- 
garding the products, and the social and 
political lives of all ples, the development 
of scientific thought and of art. If the news- 
papers gave them honest and clean news they 
might write what articles they liked. 

That a newspaper should be racy of the 
soil was only one of the functions of a news-. 
paper. The Press was allied to industrials 
and financiers and politicians, und no part 
of its functions should be trial by the Press 
instead of trial by jury. The limitations of 
the Press should be that while it should have 
powers of criticism, it should not have powers 
of dictatorship. 

BANKS AND GOVERNMENTS. 

The banks had become so strong that they 
had become the rulers of governments, and 
in the Free State the banks had a voice and 
power in commerce and political affairs 
beyond what they should have. 

Criticising the Bank of England’s policy 
and its return to the gold standard, he said 
that it had so adversely affected the export 
trade of Great Britain that there were two 
and three-quarter millions of people in that 
country unemployed. Wherever the banking 
interests exercised force over the politicians 
they had the same tale to. tell. America 
was now in the same parlous condition in 
respect of unemployment as Great Britain. 
In England finance controlled the Fress, and 
so long as the Press was shackled to finance 
and industrialism the people would not get 
honest news.

ORIGINAL GATHOLICISM. 

And so the Eastern Church—that portion 
of the Church most cl resembling that 
of the Greek fathers—had to-day. the same 
religious outlook of over 800 years ago. On 
the other hand, the Western Branch—the 
Latin Branch — became more and more 
Western and more and more separated frdm 
the original Catholic creed. had since 
definitions of doctrine, and one step with 
another carried the Western Church further 
away from the original tradition. Their 
difficulty was that the controversy between 
them and the Roman Catholic Church had 
been so strong and so pressing that they had 
almost shut their eyes to this tremendous 
witness of “tithe Catholicism. The Anglican 
and Eastern Churches’ Association sought to 
do what it could to restore relations with 
Eastern orthodoxy. 

s- i a hee N6E. 

A very i n tion from the 
Orthodox Church came to the Lambeth Con- 
ference this year. It was led by the 
Patriarch of xandria. a great figure of 
the Eastern Church. The delegates were re- 
ceived in full conference on July the 8th, and 
It was a historic sight and a historic occasion 
to see Canterbury representing the Anglican 
Church face to face with the Eastern Church. 
The conference on the matter sat for several 
days, and very important discussions took 
place, and a precis of the Conference was re- 
corded in the Lambeth Report. His im- 
pressions were how extraordinarily alike ihe 
cutlook of the Eastern and Anglican 
Churches was. Beyond a question of 
bréag their outlook was the same. 
t was ge possible thing that real rela. 
tions of solid, stable importance may be 
established between the Eastern Church and 
the Western Church at a not very distant 
date. They were confronted with a vista of 
‘most extraordinarily hopeful encouragement 
(Applause. ) 

i DEBT TO ARCHBISHOP. 

r he Rey. Canon J. A. Douglas, who ws 
received with applause, said that it was a 
great thing to know that the ancient Church 
of Ireland was taking part with them. He 
expressed the extraordinary debt which thev 
of the movement owed to the Archbishop of 
Dublin. (Applause.) The Church of Ireland 
might well be proud of its two Archbishops— 
both of whom played such a great and im- 
portant part in the Lambeth Conference. 
(Applause.) As one who was present at the 
Conference when this subject was under con- 
sideration, he referred to the careful and 
restrained, but hopeful, manner of the dis. 
cussions. For over 800 years the Eastern 
Church was cut off from the Church of the 
West, but for the last sixty years they were 
drawing together closer and closer. The first 
essential for unity was good-will and a 
desire to be united. 

DIFFICULTIES REMOVED. 

Then, as they came nearer and nearer, 
difficulties were being removed. God came 
into it, and in the crucible of His Divine 
Providence difficulties vanished and He pre- 
pared the way. He thanked God for what 
took place at the Lambeth Conference, and 
it gave him great hope of seeing in his time 
the reunion of the Eastern and Western 
Churches. He then proposed the election of 
the committee. 

The Rev. Canon Stoney seconded the reso- 
lution, which was adopted. 

Harvey Stewart, Archdeacon of 
Dublin, proposed a hearty vote of thanks to 
Canon Douglas for coming there, and for his 
address. 

The Rev. W. E, Vandeleur, Secretary of 
the Branch, seconded the resolution, which 
was passed with acclamation.

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THE CHAMPION BREWER. 
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The champion brewer of the eight hundred 
British samples submitted at the Brewers’ 
Exhibition at the Royal Agricultural Hall, 
Islington, is the Chesham Brewery, of 
Chesham, Bucks. 

Mr. F. J. Bearman, chairman of the beer 
judges, in announcing the various awards 
yesterday said :—‘‘ The beers entered for the 
championship and other competitions rank as 
the best samples of the national beverage 
we have judged for many years.”’ 

The general summary of the judges’ -com- 
ments, as stated by Mr. Bearman, was :—-‘‘ It 
is evident that every brewer is making the 
greatest possible endeavour to produce a beer 
that shall. not only be an appetising and 
stimulating beverage, but shall be produced 
under such conditions that ensure the greatest 
purity and a drink beneficial in every way 
and of definite food value.”’

THE PORT OF DUNDALK. 


DISCUSSION AT HARBOUR 
BOARD. 


The report of the Free State Ports and 
Harbours Tribunal was discussed at the 
meeting of the Dundalk Harbour Board yes- 
terday. 

Mr. C. P. Glendon said that while there 
was a good deal in the report that was 
good there were many things that tne people 
of the port could not subscribe to. The 
one recommendation that the Tribunal made 
m regard to Dundalk Port was that no 
further progress should be made with the 
port's development. They, as Dundalk 
people interested in the development of 
their port, could not subscribe to that, 

Chairman (Mr. Twibill)—I think not. 
Why did we purchase the quays and equip 
them but for the progress of the port, and 
since we acquired the quays and recon- 
acre them business here has greatly im- 
proved, 

Mr. Glendon said that the only possible 
quayage the Board could offer to competi- 
tors of the British and Irish Steampacket 
Company was work which the Tribunal said 
should not be done. Continuing, Mr. Glen- 
don referred to the report of the Tribunal, 
in which it was stated that the Port of 
Dundalk was favourably situated for 
receiving and distributing large imports of 
coal. The Tribunal, apparently, forgot that 
the port was just as wel] situated for other 
goods as well as for coal. In 1913 there 
was a tremendous shipment of live stock 
from the Port of Dundalk, but that had. 
disappeared, and now was only trifling. 
They all knew the reason for this: the 
trade had beer diverted elsewhere. If the 
quayage at Williamson’s and O’Rourke’s 
quavs had been completed they could offer 
facilities to some. other company which 
would compete with the British and Irish 
on the East Coast...

DESGENT ON ZUYDER ZEE. 

Shortly after four o’clock (Dutch time) 
the news was received that the flying boat 
had crossed the Dutch frontier and haf 
passed over Arnhem. A few moments later 
the machine was seen to emerge out of the 
haze in the east and, after making a long 
circuit directly over Schellingwoude, made 
a perfect descent in ideal flying conditions 
a few moments before 4.30, on the tranquil 
waters of the Zuyder Zee. 

The Dornier was immediately sur- 
| rounded by a veritable fleet of motor-boats, 
which accompanied the ship to its moorin; 
base. The afternoon was typical c 
November, dull and overcast, with a breeze 
not exceeding ten miles per hour. 

Immediately after the Dornier had com- 
pleted her descent a number of leather- 
coated mechanics suddenly appeared from 
the bowels of the vessel to attend to the 
row of double-screw motors perched above 
the wings. The tail was surmounted hy 
the German mercantile marine flag (red, 
white, and black), with the colours of the 
new Republican flag (black, red, and gold) 
in a smal] square in the corner. 

DEPARTURE FOR CALSHOT. 

Shortly after the arrival of the flying 
boat darkness set in, and as Reuter’s 
representative left the scene of this latest 
achievement in aerial navigation the 
captain was to be seen on the roof of the 
cabin, which is situated in the bows of the 
ship, directing the mooring operations, 
with the full moon in the background and 
the flickering lights of Amsterdam in the 
distance. 

So far as can be ascertained at present, 
the next two days are to be devoted to 
further trial flights over the Zuyder Zee 
and the North Sea, whilst the continuance 
of the flight to Calshot has been pro- 
visionally fixed for Saturday, weather con- 
ditions permitting. 

It is reliably reported here that the 
Prince of Wales hopes to pay a visit to the 
Dornier on its arrival at Calshot.

BIG REDUCTION IN IMPORTS 
OF COAL. 


From OUR CORRESPONDENT. 
BELFAST, Wednesday. 

The return of Belfast Harbour imports and 
exports for the first nime. months of the 
present year show a big drop in coal imports 
compared with the corresponding period last 
year. 

" For the nine months this year 918,410 tons 
were imported; the coaregpany ns figure last 
year was 972,510 tons. oal is a barometer 
of industrial activity, and the decrease re- 
flects the depression in industry generally, 
but particularly in 
factories, which are large users of coal. . 

The limen exports é the nine months 
amounted to 25,549 tons compared with 
26,564 tons for the corresponding nine months 
last year. On the other hand, the. large out- 
put of new tonnage by the Belfast shipyards 
during the past nime months is in 
2,800 tons in: the amount of 
iron and steel sheets and plates imported, 
the total quantity being 43,847 tons. 

The amount of manufactured tobacco ex- 
ported increased from 2,158 tons to 2,738 
tons. 

There was an increase of over 200 tons in 
the amount of manufactured tobacco im- 
ported. Salt herrings exported decreased 
from 144 tons to 37 tons, and the ex of 

rk decreased from 2,193 tons to 1,578 tons, 

ut the pig exports increased from 8,601 
pigs to 15 887. The export of hams also 
declined from 2,416 to 2,137 tons. 

The number of cattle exported increased 
from 64,979 to 76,111, while the number of 
sheep and lambs exported were practically 
the same—51,724. Butter exports declined 
from 974 tons to 929 tons, but there was an 
increase of eggs exported from 15,522 tons 
to 15,877 tons. 

There was a big decline in the export of 
potatoes—25,605 tons this year com 
with 80,872 tons last year. The quantity of 
fowl exported increased from 3,546 tons to 
3,714 tons.

The feeling of double security 
engendered by the knowledge that an 
alternative source of power was available 
would be highly profitable to “both 
electrical concerns. It would quiet the 
apprehensions of those manufacturers who 
still might be reluctant to use electricity 
on the ground that the supply had been 
known to fail at awkward moments.

The Bulgarian Martiage. 


Democracy’s triumphs have not abolished 
the importance of kings or the influence 
of royal marriages. The Balkans Corre- 
spondent of The Times declares that the 
marriage of King Boris of Bulgaria fo the 
‘Princess Giovanna of Italy is ‘‘one of 
the most significant events which have 
occirred in the history of the Balkans 
since the Great War.” In the first place, 
it promises a well-established dynasty, 
which is a good guarantee of independent 
national existence. In the next place, it 
has inspired the Bulgarians with a new 
sense of confidence in themselves and in 
their country’s fortunes. ‘‘ The Bulgarian 
people,” says the Correspondent, “' has 
felt deeply the stigma of being classed as 
‘ex-enemy’ in the community of Euro- 
pean nations, and that, added to internal 
distractions and economic distress, has 
given it something of an inferiority com- 
plex which-has prevented it from settling 
down calmly to recover from its wounds 
and adapt itself to the new conditions.”” 
‘Again, Bulgaria’s place in the Balkans 
has been strengthened and stabilised by a 
marriage which links her dynasty with 
one of the great reigning houses. Wil! 
Bulgaria’s new confidence promote, or 
will it impair, the uneasy peace of 
Europe’s storm centre? On the one hand, 
King Boris’s ‘union with an Italian 
princess has provoked misgivings in 
Belgrade and Paris; for Italy’s present 
relations with France are strained, and 
she is Yugoslavia’s most probable enemy. 
On the other hand, King Boris is a 
prudent monarch, and during the last 
seven years Bulgaria’s foreign policy with 
regard to Yugoslavia has been unaggres- 
sive and discreet; even when temptation 
was strongest she has refused to invite 
Italian support. In recent weeks the 
Bulgarian Government has indicated 
clearly that its foreign policy remains 
unaffected by the royal marriage. We 
may assume, therefore, that Sofia and 
Belgrade will continue to be on friendly 


plans for them. 


Mr. Capone’s Offer. 


é Scarface’? Al Capone, Chicago’s chief 
gangster, has offered terms to the law. 
This man is a multi-millionaire as the 
result of his control of a vast machine of 
blackmail, murder and ‘“‘ boot-legging.”’ 
His gang dominates the.trade unions of 
Chicago und taxes every form of industry, 
from milk-selling to the profits of Tom 
Thumb golf courses.~ Rivals and those 
who resist blackmail are murdered or 
beaten; during the last five years the 
gangsters have murdered 350 persons, and 
for these 350 murders not one criminal 
has been brought to justice. Crime is 
triumphant and immune because its 
system of terforism is perfect and because 
the police are largely in the gangsters’ 
pay. Not unnaturally, therefore, Mr. 
Capone holds himself entitled to deliver 
an ultimatum to the Jaw. He offers to 
‘“quit his rackets,’’ und even to withdraw. 
his own person from Chicago, if he is 
allowed. to continue his illicit beer business 
without disturbance. The profits of this 
beer business are estimated at £400,000 a 
week. “You can take my offer or leave 
it,” says Mr. Capone. The law, how- 
ever—degraded, shamed and helpless 
though it is—retains some spirit, and Mr. 
‘John P. McGoorty, Chief Justice of the 
Criminal Court of Dlinois, says that the 
proposed truce is “‘ unthinkable.’”’ Further- 
more, the ‘‘ Secret Six,” the heads of a 
committee of civic reform, reject the 
}gangster’s offer, although many terrified 
citizens think that it ought to be accepted. 
Thus it seems that Chicago, second city 
in the land of the free and the home 
of the brave—the land which preaches 
political morality to Europe—will con- 
tinue to suffer the. régime of blackmail 
and murder. American fact is stranger 
than even Mr. Edgar Wallace's fiction.

Motor Taxation. 


Motorists are puzzled about the pos- 
sibility of a change in the system of motor 
taxation, and Mr. Snowden’s intentions 
have been discussed widely to-day. In the 
House of Commons last night the Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer said: ‘“‘ I am; and 
always have been, prepared to consider 
any alteration in the horse-power formula 
governing the taxation of private motor

The London Irish. 


The projected visit to Northern. Ireland 
next summer of the.

PRESIDENTIAL ELECTION 
PROSPECTS.

WASHINGTON, Wednesday. 


At noon to-day the returns tabulated at 
the headquarters here of the Democratic 
National Committee indicated that the 
control of both the Senate and the House 
of Representatives in the seventy-second 
Congress would be in the hands of the 
Democratic Party. It seemed probable, 
though not yet entirely certain, that in 
the new Senate there would be forty-eight 
Democrats,. forty-seven Republicans, and 
one Farmer-Labour member. 

In the new House, where a clear gain of 
forty-seven over the present Democratic 
membership of 165 is already shown, it 
was believed that when the results in 
“Kentucky, Colorado, Oregon, Utah, and 
some other States were announced the 
Democratic majority would be not less than 
‘five or more than ten. '

If, once again, the Democratic fi 
are trustworthy, the issue of 1932 will 
depend, first, upon the degree to which 
the country can, and will, emerge from 
its present depression, and secondly upon 
the performance of the new Congress 
under Democratic control. 

Even under the assumption that the 
Republican Party may yet be shown to 
have retained titular control in the Senate 
or the House, or both, th extent of their 
losses will be too great to permit a denial 
that the Hoover Administration has lost 
public favour, and that the power of 
cvalition of Democrats and Progressive 
Republicans in Congress will stand 
between them and effective partisan 
achievement. And it is clear that upon 
the President himself more than upon his 
Administration as a whole the weight of 
popular disapproval has borne down. 


PROHIBITION’S TRAIL 
OF RUIN. 


SPREAD OF DRINKING 
HABIT AMONG GIRLS. 


Sir Arthur Balfour, giving evidence yes- 
terday before the Licensing Commission 
in London, referred to the conditions in 
America both before and after Prohibi- 
tion. 

He had visited the United States forty 
times and had received his business train- 
ing there. Prohibition, he said, had had 
a terrible effect upon the young people of 
America. Before, girls i.evcr took drink 
at ail. To-day, the girls do take drink 


whenever they can get hold of it, and they 
expect the young men to bring drink when- 
ever they take them out—and the young 
men do.”’ 

People had told him they were simply 
appalled at the conditions under which 
their children or grand-children were 
being brought up. In 1896, when he was 
in the States for the first time, young 
men simply would not go out with a girl 
that drank. Nowadays, unless the young 
man could bring drink the girl would not 
go out with him. 


A large number of the population of the 
States were against Prohibition, and he 
thought that if reasonable laws were 
passed, it would be far better.

CONFLICT OF VIEWS. 


There is a sharp divergence of opinion 
between the legal advisers of the British 
Government and those of His Majesty’s 
Government in the Irish Free State. 

The former hold that the right cf 
appeal cannot be abolished witiout an in- 
fringement of the Treaty. The latter take 
precisely the opposite point of view. The’ 
easiest way out of the difficult:- would be 
an alteration of the Treaty by mutual con- 
sent, but does the Free State Government 
wish particularly to tinker with the Treaty ? 
Its attitude always has been—and very 
properjy, too—that the Treaty position 
must be maintained in its integrity até al! 
costs. If it insists now that the British 
Government must agree to an alteration th 
Article 2—and there is not the least doubt 
that if it insists it will get its way— 
it will have some difficuliv later 
on in explaining why other articles also 
cannot be changed in agreement with 
Downing street. 


AN AWKWARD DILEMMA. 


The Free State Government ts na 
curious position. It has failed to persuade 
the Biitisu that it can get rid of Privy 
Council Appeals without an amendment to 
the Treaty. It is not at all anxious to press 
for a Treaty amendment, even in agirooment 
with Downing street; so Mr. McGilligan 
seems to be perched somewhat preca: ioughy 
on the horns of a very awkward dilemms:.

TO-DAY. 


BISHOP AND THEIR 
SOLUTION. 


_—oe—_—_ 


In his Presidential Address at the opening 
of the Manchester Diocesan Conference yes- 
terday, the Bishop of Manchester (Dr. Guy 
Warman) said that to-day the country was 
suffering from grave depression and a multi- 
plicity of problems. 

“We were reminded to-day in the news- 
papers,” said the Bishop, “of the fact that 
there are one million more people im the 
great multitude of unemployed than there 
were this time last year. There are problems 
in plenty, but there is also an opportunity for 
all men of goodwill forgetting to some ex- 
tent, or subordinating their own political 
proclivities to conspire by brain, and hand, 
and mind to solve some of the problems that 
beset us. 

“Do not let us allow ourselves in these 
times of special depression to tend to despon- 
dency and despair. ‘There is a tendency to 
imagine that the game cannot be won, that 
the problems cannot be solved, and that this 
old country of ours and the Church have 
AS their part, and to-day are playing a 
osing part in the great drama of the world. 
As Christian citizens we can never allow our- 
selves to acquiesce in failure. 

““Phe two d-ngers which beset the Church 
were the imternal danger of lack of unity 
among themselves, and the external danger 
of the growth of materialism in the world, 

THE SCHOOLS. 

Turning to the position in education, the 
Rishop said that the Church schools were 
pioneers in the movement for education, and 
were, therefore, paying the penalty of pioneers 
1 having been worn out in the interests of 
secular education. Now the Government 
asked them to adapt the schools to a new 
situation. Tt was only fair that when schools 
which had .been worn out in the interests of 
the State had to be adapted to meet the wish 
of the State, the State should help in that 
adaptation. 

He hoped that they would not maintain 
schools that were educationally inefficient, but 
he also hoped that during the next period of 
unsettlement they would hold on to the 
schools which they had in the interest of

REASONS FOR U.REST. 


FF“ 
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The advantages which India has gained 
uveuch coming under British rule were 
utlined by Sit Edward Cait, Chairman 
Roval Society of Arts, in an 
aactvess to members at the opening meet- 
ing of ther hundred seventy- 
seventh session lest night in London. 

British rule. he said, has given to the 
people of India peace, security, justice 
and rvelizious toleration. In addition, 
nume have been taken to 
improve the condition of the people and 
to suppress injurious practices. With the 
ent the British, wars ceased, the 
richts of private property were respected, 
anid ial courts were established 
Where rich and poor, high caste and low 
alike could be confident of even-handed 
pusives. 

Alveady over twenty-eight million acres 
of ground were protected by the Govern- 
ment; ivigation works and canals were 
now under construction, which would 
bring the total up to forty million acres. 

ONE INDUSTRY KILLED. 

In one respect India had suffered a set- 
back under British rule. The introduc- 
tion of machinery had killed the famous 
hand-made muslin industry and im. 
poverished the weavers. But, even here. 
mills had been set up in their stead, and 
there was a growing export industry in 
hand-inade carpets and silks. 

(ommenting on the fact that, from the 
earliest period of which there was any 
record, the murder of female infants had 
been a common practice, Sir Edward said 
that even now it was a question whether 
the crime had been wholly suppressed. 

CAUSES OF DISCONT"™NT, 

The question may be asked why there is 
such widespread discontent in India, if 
its association with Britain has brought 
it so many benefits. There are various 
reasons. In the first place, the high 
castes have lost the privileged position 
they formerly enjoyed. In the old days 
they had a monopoly of education and 
profitable employment. Under British 
rule the relatively small number of high 
appointments were until recently almost 
monopolised by Englishmen, while the 
other appointments. have been thrown 
open to all high caste and low alike. 

Again, as education is very cheap and 
is the passport to Government service, the 
Universities are overcrowded. The number 
of young men who obtain degrees is far 
greater than the number of appointments 
available. | 

THE NATIONAL FEELING. 

Sir Edward declared that it would be 
absurd to expect such a country as India 
to be content to remain permanently 
under foreign tutelage. It must be 
remembered that the British are an alien, 
dominant race in a country which has 
now, under the influence of Western 
education and recent events in India and 
other parts of the world, developed a 
strong national feeling, he concluded.

BERLIN, Wednesday. 

Dr. H, Eckener, Commander of the Graí 
Zeppelin, in an interview with Reuter’s 
Correspondent, said that on account of heavy 
work awaiting him here he would hardly 
go to Lonaon to attend the R101 inquiry 
before Monday, neat week. 

Speaking at the banquet of the American 

Chamber of Commerce last night, Dr. 
Eckener referred to the R101 disaster, and 
gave as his opinion that the terrible loss of 
tife would not have occurred had not the 
explosion followed the fall. 
A considerable time ago he told American 
bankers that regular trans-Atlantic airship 
traffic was possible only if helium gas were 
used. After the K 101 disaster he had im- 
mediately changed the plans for construc- 
tion of the new Zeppelin, and ordered that 
helium gas and crude oil motors should be 
used, 

Dr. Eckener announced that he had 
received word from America that helium 


was available in whatever quantities were 
desired.

Shortage of Stock.
